The fow remnrks we made two weekd ago
touching the danger of infasing too much of &

Puritan spirit inte legislation have elicited

from Dr, Cotton Bmith, in a Jate sermon on
munioipal government, somw expressions of
dissent which—although the report we have
peon fs probably neither full nor acourata
seem to ue to call for a more expllolt state
ment of what we mean when wa oblect to
attempts to make men woral by law, Wears
quite as ready as anybody can be to acknow-
Jedge the indirect effect that legislation tn sap-
port of good morals may exercise, even in cages
in which it may seem to trespass on perzona
freedom, in strevgthening and purifying the
gonsclence of the community. Wae do not
deny, for instance, that the Paritan legislation
of colonjal New England, hard, cold,
destructive a= it was of and gentiment,
and hostiles as it was in many respects 1o indi
vidoal freedom, nevertheless streangthoned the
mworal fibre of the community ad nothing else
would have done., But thers are, we think,
reasons for belioving that Puritanical lugizis
tion, always of donbtfal expediency, is every
day beooming, owing to the changes in modern
goviety, more and more dangerous.

In the fivst place, the laisser-faire docirine,
which was in such favor thirty years ago, has
gradually fallen out of favor. In fact, we ge
in nearly every oivilized country a sort of
reaction against it. The only thing in which
the doetrine of non-interference makas pro-
gress in with regard to trade. In almost every
other direction, as the Duke of Argyll has
pointed ont in his excellent little work on the
“Reign of Law,” the tendenoy ia to extend the
limits of the province of government, to make
it regulite and direct or assist or restrain puo-
ple; and the tendency & contemporansous
with a great change in the composition of the
governing body. Powaris nearly sverywhare
passing into the hands of the many, and is
generally exercvised—in intention, at least—
for the benefit of the many; it vonsequently
acts with a force which in the hands of the
few it never had. More than this, the new

sesgers of power, the classes who are rising

to importance, are intensaly eager for social

fmprovements, bnt have little or no train-

ing in or knowledge of the sclence of govern-

ment, and are impatient of opposition, and

ready to sacrifics individnals to what seems to
be the general welfare.

When one sees the sort of code whiclh the
trades.nnionists enfores, and the sort of labor
legislation which the working claseas ask for
here, and remember what a tremendous poli-
tical force the working classes are sverywhere
becoming, one feels that it ia high tiwe to
oomsider whither we are driving and what
amonnt of space there wonld be left for the
play of that greatest and most fraitfal of all
the sources of civilzation, the free individaal
taste and will, If sociaty shonld be organized
on & mt-and-éry theory, sketched out by any
set of ideologues or moralists who happen to
get the majority on their side,

No carcinl reader of history can fail to ges
that all social and religious systews have
helped civilization, in the highest sanse of the
term, just in proportion to the amount of free-
don they allowed to the individoal man. Sys.
tems in which the individual will and taste
were pruned and trimmed, and made to grow
in the direction preseribed by the possessors of

ower, have mnever been sncvessful. They

va flouriched for a ittle whils, and sesmed
to promise great tkings, bot they have not
permanently belped the race. Men have
always written better, thought better, painted

better, and tiga2d better in countries where the
I‘gc:.'ﬂhhl'umt-m, did very little, than where it did
very muoch, and, in faot, the testimony of expe-
rience on Lthis point is so strong, aod is so for-
tified by our observation and knowledge of
human nature, that we may feel satisficd that
God intendsd the work of progress to be ac-
complished rather by individnal minds work-
ing freely and separately than masses of minds
working under a uniform rie imposed by
Siguthority.” Progress, of conrse, includes
moral a8 well as mechanical and intel-
lectual growth, We believe that men's
morals also improve more rapidly under
the action of general infinences than under
the action of special regulations, The religion
which done most for hamanity is the first and
only one which addressed itself to individual
reason, and it has accomplished most in those
gountries in which it has relied most on per-
snagion and least on coercion. Contrast the
religious condition of Spain and Italy and
France with that of Prussia and Holland or
England or America—and by religious condi-
tion we do not mean so much outward atten-
tion to religions ordinances as susceptibility to
religious influences and interest in religious
questions and perception of the connection
between religion and life, State churches and
legal intolerance are simply attempls on the
part of the holders gf power (whsther one or
many) to improve the character of the mino-
rity by force—to make it behave in the man-
per which they think must conduce to moral
growth. Religions intolerance is dying ont,
not simply from the spread of the conviction
that it {8 wrong, but from practical experience
of its uselessness, The world sees either that
men cannot be dragooned iuto ulnl!'_ormity, or
that, if they are dragooned into it, it does not
improve them,

nt the conviction that men cannot be dra-
gooned into morality, that to make men mors
moral you must not 'lagi.alate. but teach, is not
yet by any means geveral, There is a strong
tendency amongst those who are most shockad
by the impsrfections of our social cendition—
and are, therefore, most sager for ita lnprove-
ment—to get out of patience with God's pro-
cesses; Lo feel that they are too slow; that ini-
quity ought not Lo lnst #0 long in the world
when we have such well-digested oriminal
oodes, such magniflonnt penitentiaries, and
such well-organized and well-disciplined
police. What is the nse, they ask us, of the
power ol legialation if we have still to endore
the presence in our strests of drunkards and
fornicators  and Sabbath-breakers ! God
surely cannot have intended, when we have it
in our power to put vice out of sight uader
lovk and key, that we should bear with its
flaunting presence i onr thoronghfares.

We are not among the nnmber of those who
pretend to be able 1o fix the exnot limits of
the pyu\'iuwv of government. Wae do not be-
lisye it is possible to draw the line exactly
betwosn what it ought to do and what it van-
pot do; but we are firmly convinoed that God
intended the extirpation of what may be called
the self-regarding viees, the vices which, while
debasiog the individual chariaoter, only give
soandn) to others, to be asocomplished by
voluntary effort and gevera! influences, andl
not by law. Of course the shutting up of

We make bold to 2av, howevar, that this is
not the way in which fiod intended the work
to he done, and that is not the beat way
either for the enemies of vice or for its viotims.
Of nothing are we more firmly persuaded than
that those vices which do net involve direct
injury to person or proper or public decency,
anch as can be proved fu a court of justice, are
to be put down by the voluutary efforts of
those who hate then working throngh pure
living, pure literature, pure teaching, thrm:gh
the constant practice of humanity, thirongh
are in the education of children —the
sbundant  supply for the poor aod
weak of relining mnd clvilizing inflaences.
We  belisve  that those rich men
who have invested thei: money in the lodging-
houge for working-wowen whichk was opened
the other day in New York, have done more
for the snppression of vice in this ity than
the most stringent and e¢ffectively execated act
they could get passed sgainst honses of pros-
titntion; and the Christian philanthropists
who will provide the warried poor with decent
abodes will strike heavier blow against
drunkenness than all the Hguor lnws in exist-
ence. It is through agoencies of this sort that
thie race has been raised from barbarism into
vivilization, and it is throngh these that it
must be raised from material civilization into
light. The mills of uod grind slowly. no
donbt, but they grind better, we ln.‘!y- rely
upen it than any of the patent machines
which are prepared by State Legislatures.
